Increased Elevator 
Charges Endorsed 


The Alberta Federation of Agricul- 
ture is not opposing some increase in 
handling and storage charges on 
grain. This was the unanimous opin- 
jon of the Federation Executive in 
meeting at Calgary on August 5th. 

In arriving at this decision the Ex- 
ecutive of the Federation recognized 
the fact that over the years the 
Farm grain handling organizations 
have béen instrumental in’ reducing 
handling charges on all grain, This, 
along with reduction of price spreads 
and storage charges has increased 
the net return to our farmers, 

Now that our grain organizations 
are faced with increased operating 
and labour costs, it is logical to as- 
sume that some increase in handling 
and storage charges ‘is required, The 
small increase asked for cannot be 
considered excessive, especially in 
light of the fact that revenue through 
the use of facilities for storage will 
possibly be small. Country and ter- 
minal elevators are practically em- 
pty and with the’ demand for wheat 
it will be moved to market before 
storage charges begin to accumulate. 
The farm grain handling organiza- 
tions have certain fixed costs to meet 
and with the lighter crop in prospect 
their ordinary revenues are bound to 
be substantially reduced,

One Killed, One Hart-In Accident Saturday 


As a result of an accident one per- 
son was killed and one person ser- 
iously injured on Saturday morning 
early, when a truck driven by- Mr.

and Mr. George Forrest, 

This group of people were on their 
way to attend a dance to be held at 
the Park Road school, at approxima- 


tely 12:30 a.m., Saturday morning, 
and when they approached the curve 
in the road the truck failed to make 
same and the truck and occupants 
dropped down into the south ditch and 
ran along there, going up and over 
the fair grounds turn-in, completely 
demolishing a new ticket office erect- 
ed there this summer, and continued 
down the ditch on the other side of 
the cross road. The truck came'to a 
stop some distance down the ditch, 
but Mr. Mills had apparently been 
thrown from the truck in the interim 
and was found to be dead on exam- 
ination, 

‘ The extent of M>s. Gilman’s injur- 
ies were not learned by the Star, but 
were of a serious enough nature to 
require hospital attention. The other 


passengers ‘received a severe shaking 
up but no other injuries were report- 
ed, The R.C.M.P. and the coroner 
were summoned to the scene of the 
accident snd had everything under 
control in short order. 

Coroner Dr. H. C. Wallace called 
together a coroners jury on Saturday 
afternoon at 4:30 p.m at McLeod's 
Funeral Parlora, so that the jury 
could release the body of the late Mr.

Red Cross Clinic 
Visits Wainwright 


The mobile clinic of the Canadian 
Red Cross rolled into Wainwright 
Monday afternoon in preparation to 
set up the blood donors clinic, which 
has ‘received nation wide approval, 
The clinic included two vehicles 
completely equipped with cots, blan- 
kets, bottles, etc., necessary to set up 
such an enterprize and was well staf- 
fed with Red Cross nurses, 


The clinic was operated in the Town 
Hall and was going steady from 5:00 
o’clock until nearly 10:00 p.m, Many 
local R.N.’s were also helping, es well 
as members of the Wainwright Red 
Cross branch, 

It is estimated that 105 people went 
through the clinic to give their blood 
with most donors giving the full 
380cc’s. At this,rate it would mean 
that over 38,000 cc’s of pure blood 
were gathered, which would make 
over 80 pints, 

There were 75 registered donors 
who did rot report Monday which 
proved to be quite disappointing to 
the committee in charge. 

The Red Cross Clinic has travelled 
over BC. andis at present doing 
Alberta, after which they will go to 
Nova Scotia, It would seem odd that 
they would not do each province as 
they move eastward, but this was ex- 
plained by the fact that depots are 
not ready in each province to receive 
the blood, Therefore, the mobile clinic 
are following the opening of new 
blood bank depots, as they are open- 
ed in Canada.

‘Safety Week. Of course every week should be safety 
week, but the rare is one in which special attention 
should be paid to hazards around the farm. 


Every yeatowé hear of scores of accidents, especially at 
this time of year when harvesting starts. We realize that 
this season of, the year brings about a certain rush of - 
things to do; ‘and sometimes the normal precautions are 
forgotten. 

Such things as making repairs to machinery while the 
horses are still/hitched, or the tractor is running, are com- 
mon yet dangerous. Alao the failure to use all safety pre- 
cautions with regard to chains, belts and power take off 
assemblies, have led to painful injuries and sometimes 
death- For the past few years, at least one patient has 
been rushed to thé local hospital with injuries. Last year 
in our own district one man was killed due to an accident 
caused at night while driving a tractor. Most accidents

IT HAS COME TO PASS 


To be found elsewhere i in these columns this week is an 
advertisement’ céttaining the full text of the recent by- 
law.‘of the Town of Wainwright regarding the Peace 
Memorial Centre and its financing. 


This subject i is one of interest to all, as at one time or 
another most everyone"has made a donation to its cause, 
in some form or:another, with the hope that someday the 
P.M.C. would be realized and the citizens of Wainwright 
and district would have a decent and proper. gathering 
place as well as a covered arena: 


Donations to the P.M.C. Fund have been lax dustive he 
past 12 months, mainly due to the fact that the promised 
money forthcoming from the Town had not yet mater- 
ialized. This chiefly, was due to legal difficulties over 
which the town had no control..On the other hand the 
whole procedure as to how, when and where the money 
‘was to come from was not properly explained to the 
public in the beginning: Most people took it for granted 
that wher $10,000.00 had been raised in public subserip- 
tions, the other $10,000.00 would automatically be forth- 
coming from the town coffers. This is not the case as one 
can readily see now. The expenditure has to be author- : 
ized by the ratepayers and this will be brought about on 
Thursday; September llth, .when every proprietory 
elector.will be given the opportunity to place his “X”? in i 
‘the square of his choice. It is only natural to assume that © 
*this vote will be*téecorded in an overwhelming majority 
for the expenditure of the town funds. It would be fool- 
ish for anyone to donate to the public subscription fund 
and then to veto the town spending a sum of money to 
help that fund. It will just be a formality as far as the ac- 
tual counting is concerned. Of course the forgoing is jus 

‘ a guess on our part and we might be wrong. 7 
t 


It will be everyone’s duty to.make an appearance a 
the polls during the day if they are in favor of the scheme 
It can not be left as a job for ‘‘George’’ to do, because’ 
those , if any, who-are not in favor of the P.M.C- will cer- 
tainly be there. 


It might be pointed out that this, when completed will 
not necessarily mean the completion or even the erection 
of the arena. No doubt since the original idea was brought 
to light costs have advanced considerably and more 
money will be needed before a start can be made on the 
‘ actual construction. This can mean only one thing, and 
that is more money will have to be forthcoming from sub- 
scriptions and donations: The Town is only investing 
public money to the extent of $10,000.00, The sum needed 
beyond $20,000 then is still to be raised, as the P.M.C. 
fund stands at a little over $10,000.00 at the present time. 
This will give everyone an opportunity to help in raising 
at least another $5,000.00 during the winter and a good 
start can be made next spring on the building and equip- 
ping of such an arena. One fact that must never be lost © 
sight of is that the name implies memorial, a memorial 
to the war dead of this district who never will see the 
monument in appreciation of their efforts. If this is kept 
in mind, there will surely be no trouble in raising the 
last $5,000.00. Our guess would be that it will be easier 
than the first $5,000-00. .

Island rolled into one, It’s the Hurri- 
cane, a breath-taking mew thriller 
that will be installed on Patty Con- 
klin’s permanent C.N.E.. midway this 
week and be in operation at the Ex, 
from Aug: wt 22 to September 6. 

Patty Conklin, maestro of the mid- 
way, fiew all the way to Florida to 
#ee there the only other Hurricane in 
the world, He thought so highly of it 
that he immediately ordered one 
built for the ©.N.E. It’s the inven- 
tion of Norman Bartlett, Winnipeg- 
born inventor of midway rides and

Exactly how the Hurricane opera-

stated in an editorial in the Journal 
of the American Medical Association } 
recently, This infection is harbored } 
by goats, cows and hogs, and humans {' 


contract it by drinking raw (unpas- 


teurized) milk or handling infectious }' 


material. 


The editorial estimated that “the § 


total number of cases reported in the 


United States has averaged about } 
4,000 yearly for the past several } 
years,” but added that as only the ! 
relatively severe acute illnesses are § 


diagnosed and reported, it is probable 


that actually 40,000 to 100,000 infec- § 
tions occur anually. It was pointed { 
out that chronic infections are rarely } 


diagnosed, - 
Applying this ratio to Canada, it 


would appear that probably 19,000 f 


to. 50,000 infections occur annually 
in the Dominion. Figures for the 
years 1940 to 1945, inclusive, reveal 
a total of 1,124 cases reported for an 
average annua] rate of 187 cases. 
However, in 1940 there were only 
142 cases while in 1945 there were 264 

From this it would appear that, 
comparitively, undulant fever in Can- 
ada is not the public health problem 
it is in the United States. However, 
the disease and its crippling and kil- 


possibilities are with us—and | 


will be with us as long as it appears 
difficult to prevent, diagnose and ap- 
ply treatment,. 

The Journal editorial concludes 
that “development of atill better 
methods in @iagnosis, treatment and 
prevention in animals and men, de- 
pends upon an increasing ‘brucello- 
sis-mindedness’ and continued inves- 
tigation, The disease continues to be 
a major public health problem, Pas- 
teurization of all dairy producta 
must remain the greatest bulwark 
against humah infection until meth- 
ods of control can be perfected.” 

Thus it can be seen that as far as 
dairy products are concerned, pas- 
teurization is the only sure guard 


against undulant fever, Likewise, | 


pasteurization is a sure guard again- 
st other milk-borne diseases such as 
bovine tuberculosis, typhoid — fever, 
septic sore throat, paratyphoid and 
dysentery. 

Incigentally, the Journal editorial 
remarks Uthat the annual food loss in 
milk, butter, beef, veal and pork 
from brucellosis reaches a stagger- 
ing total in calories of the kind most 
needed by an underfed world.
